Rio DE JANEIRO, \IA MONTEVIDEO, 


Jan. SO.—Early on the morning of the 
2*th inst, a strong- force of insurgents 
landed on Bom Jens island, under 
cover of a flre from their launches, and 
captured the breastworks held by the 
government troops. One iield gun and 
a quantity of ammunition also fell iuto 
their hands. 
Enough provisions to 


load one of the launches, were taken 
by the insurgents. It is reported that 
twenty-five were killed and seventy 
wounded. 
Two 
merchant launches 


were carried off, and it is stated along 
the shore that they were destroyed. 


The government forces are engaged 


in mounting heavy cannon on the cof- 
fee docks. It is highly probable that 
this action may provoke the insurgents 
to again bombard tlie city. 


There is no basis whatever for the 


reports that Rear-Admiral lienham, 
commanding the American squadron 
here, is acting in an official capacity 
in the attempt to bring about a settle- 
ment of the troubles by arbitration. 
That he is seeking to briny the troubles 
to an end is true, tint he is simply act- 
ing as a private citi/en in the negotia- 
tions.

NOT A QUESTION OF CNIONI8M. 


Tbe Oo«l Miners' Strike ana Riot Against 


tbe Advice ol President Fry*. 


PITISBDBOH, Pa., Jan. 30.—President 


Frye, of the Railroad Miners' union, 
said to a representative of the United 
Press to-day: "It Is not a matter of 
union or nonunion miners, and the 
attempt to Ing that question into the 
present difficulty can not succeed iu 
lace of the fact that the late conven- 
tion decided against a strike at pres- 
ent, which left the union and nonunion 
miners at liberty to secure the best 
conditions possible until auch time in 
the near future aa they should be better 
prepared, by a more perfect organiza- 
tion, to enforce their demands 


The strike was a great surprise to 


me, and I doubt not, had those men 
been in organizations, there would 
have been no aittlcultv there Satur- 
day. 
Those miners who have been 


working at the mines wheie trouble lias 
occurred are not members of our or- 
ganization. There is not one intelli- 
gent miner but well knows the de- 
struction of tipples and other mine 
property must result to their disad- 
vantage through enforced idleness. 1 
told the men that while they ought to 
have seventy-nine cents per ton I did 
not think they could afford to strike 
under the circumstances—hard times." 


An Italian interpreter informed Pres- 


ident Frye that lie had been endeavor- 
ing to hold his countrymen In check, 
but said these men are desperate from 
hunger. That is what is the matter 
with them. There Is very little work 
for the men, and they average about 
thirty -three cents oer da.v
